Municipal elections in 14 cities of Mas- 
sachusetts Tuesday resulted in the re- 
election of seven mayors who sought <o 
be returned. No change was made by 
any city on the license question, all vot- 
ing as they did a year ago, 11 for no- 
license and three for license. 

The no-license workers are jubilant 
today over the result of the election, as 
four cities, Lynn, Newburyport, Salem 
and Woburn, all of which voted Tuesday 
to continue with no-license, were consid- 
ered doubtful on the question. 

A petition was filed today with the 
Newton city clerk for a recount of the 
vote cast for Alderman Charles F. Avery 
and his Democratic opponent. 
-A. O'Grady. The recount will be started 
Friday evening. On the first count Alder- 
man Avery was credited with a victory 
by °27 votes in a total of 717 votes 
cast. 

The seven mayors reelected were Sam- 
uel F. Fletcher, Chicopee; John M. Mee- 
han, Lowell; George H. Fall. Malden; 
Eugene H. Moore, Melrose; Kobert FE. 
Burkt, Newburyport; Hugh D. Murray. 
Woburn; James Logan. Worcester. 

Mayor James FE. Rich was defeated 
for the office of mayor and commissioner 
of publi¢ works in Lynn by William P. 
Connery, gnd the new mayors elected in 
other cities were Frederick A. Dodge. 
Beverly; Herbert P. Wasgatt. Everett; 
Charles S. Taylor, Medford; R. D. Adams, 
Salem, and Charles A. Burns, Somerville.

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POLITICAL PROBLEMS IN’ NORWAY 


{ _————_ -—-- ---—----_ ~ 


HRISTIANTLA, Norway-—-The funda- 
mental law of Norway is probably 
the most democratic in existence. It 
was adopted in 1814, at the time of the 
separation from Denmark, and 


>

main- | 


iained when the union with Sweden was | 
concluded in the same year. Many have | 
heen the’ pfophecies of disaster on ac-) 


count of the democratic character of the 
constitution. It provides for a_ single 
chamber Legislature, and this constitu- 
tion was ‘adopted by a country which 
pad up to that time been ruled by a 
bureaucracy. The only safeguards were 
that the King could veto any bill 
adopted by the Storthing Parliament 
twice, but not afterwards. 

In 1814 the population of the, coun- 
try was less than 1,000,000 and‘ only 
about 12 per cent of the population 
lived in the towns. It was_ therefore 
at that time essentially a peasant state. 
The fundamental law fixed the number 
of representatives to be elected by the 
towns at 38 and the number to be elected 
by the country districts at 76. Any al- 
tcrations of the fundamental law re- 
quire a two thirds majority and the 
fact that the country districts are placed 
in a permanent majority by the funda- 
mental law may -perhaps turn out to 
be a check in future upon the passing of 
all power into the hands of the indus- 
trial laborefs. 

A great deal of the time of the 
Norwegian Storthing from 1814 to 1905 
was constantly occupied by the ever- 
recurring crises resulting from the 
umion with Sweden, caused by _ the 


irreconcilable points of view held by the | 


two nations. As the whole world knows, 
the crises became <cute early in 1905, 
and the utiion was dissolved; the Nor- 
wegians afterwards’ electing Prince 
Charles of Denmark as King under the 
nme of Haakon VII. 

In spite of these 
absorbed such a lot of time, vet the 
‘constitution of 1814 was altered from 
time to time, each successive alteration 
making it even more democratic. | In 
1836 a fay reaching system of local self 
government was adopted. In 1884 the 
suffrage was extended to men who paid 
tax on only a very ’~small income. In 
the same year what has been called 
“narliamentarism” was accepted as the 
basis “f government. Up to that time 
it had been possible for the King to 
rule through a government not in accord 
with. the m2jority of the members: cf 
the Storthing. After that time it was 
never possible for any government—to

It fie more re- 
markable that, sgeh a constitution was 
adopted when it is considered that- so 
many’-of the men ‘that took part in 
framing it belonged to the bureducracy. 
whith had been’in power until then. It 
must be admitted that their faith has 
béen ‘justified. In 1814 the country was 
practicaNy a bankrupt state. The peo- 
ple had..had’no political experience, and 
yet in » tomparatively short time they 
placed the country on a sound financial 
footing, and in spite of the tremendous 
‘cost of administration rendered neces- 
sary by the vast extent of the country 
and the small pecuniary resources, the 
gountry’s credit is splendid. 

When in 1905 the Swedish question 
had at length been solved the cry went 
out that now at least all’ the energies 
of the country should be devoted to its 
internal condition, to efforts for assisting 
industry, commerce, fiseries, etc. 

No great constitutional question ex; 
cepting that of woman’s. suffrage de- 
mandéd attention. . This presented’ no 
difficulty. A measure giving a limited 
parliamentary ‘suffrage to women was 
passed practically by consent. No great 
church or educational question demanded 
attention; no tariff was in urgent need 
of revision; a general state scheme of 
insurance of laborers was already in 
operation. There seemed every 
chance of a time of “recuperative re- 
pose,” ta use Lord RoseBery’s expression. 
ndoubtedly the Conservative party 
was hoping to be returned to power once 
more after having been in. opposition 
for a very lengthy. period owing to its 
attitude to the Swedish question. 
‘aguely every one was wanting a gov- 
ernment and Storthing which would. give 
its attention to sound .administration 
and to measures for increasing the ma- 
erial well-being of the population, for 
facilitating and guiding the develop- 
ment of industries and trade. Probably 
the majority of the people looked for- 
ward to a number of unexciting years 
resenting no big questions for settle- 
nent. 

The elections took place in the autumn 
f 1906 and resulted in the return of 52 
onservatives, 62 Radicals and Liberals, 
10 Socialists; consequently a dis-

To classify more 
minutely two figures are added to the 

g class number, and these figures are 
varied to fit exactly the subject of the 
book to be catalogued. This can best be 
indicated by taking the division of phil- 
osophy. Philosophy comes under figure 
1. By adding two more decimals the 
whole range of philosophy is classified. 
A partial classification is given below:

THE PENNSYLVANIA’ 


MAY ESTABLISH A 
NEW HlGh CORD 


Gross Earnings of the Road 
for Year to End _ This 
Month Likely to Exceed 
Those of Any Previous Y ear 


EKXPENSES INCREASE 


From present indications the Pennsyl-. 


vania Railroad Company will establish 
a new high cord for gross earnings for 
the fiscal year ending Dec. 31, next. 
Although earnings for only 10 months 
have been reported, it is now possible to 
estimate fairly well the general results 
of the year’s operations. For the 10 
months gross amounted to $137,023,756, 
an increase of $11,801,600 over that of 
the corresponding peirod in 1909. At this 
rate total gross for the 12 months would 


show, approximately $165,000,000, which 


would eclipse the previous banner mark 
made in 1907. 

The monthly statements of earnings 
of the Pennsylvania are in sharp con- 
trast with those reported by the ma- 
jority of railroad companies operating 
in the United States. Although gross 
earnings of many of the railroads have 
been satisfactory, very few have shown 
an increase in net. In the case of the 
Pennsylvania net earnings for the 10 
months increased approximately $823,- 
000, not a large sum, to be sure, but a 
gain, nevertheless. 

October’s' net earnings were decredised 
$571.700, so ‘it is possible that the in- 
crease in net during the first 10 months 
may be more than wiped out in the two 
remaining months. However, if is more 
than likely that total net for the year 
will not fall far behind that of the fis- 
cal year 1909, when the final report 
showed net earnings from operation 
$41,661,367. ‘ 

In the ':st decade the operating ratio 
of the Pennsylvania has shown a ten- 
dency to rise sharply. For the 10 
months reported for the operating ratio 
was 72.52 per cent., 
with 64.42 per cent. in the fiscal year 
1901. For purposes of comparison we

Opportuni- engineer. ‘The vast, but neglected, mineral 
resources of the empire only await the 
tles |-proper time, and the proper occasion, for 
their developments and Mr. Hammond 
frankly states that he is in Russia in the 
interest of American capitalists ready to 
invest. It is further stated that he will examine the gold and copper 
deposits in particular. ; | 

Personal friendship existing between Mr. Hammond and Pres- 
ident Taft is not confined to the golf links, and it may be taken for 
granted that American investigation of what may be great opportu- 
nities in Russia has the full sanction of the administration. And 
since the invitation to visit Russia has come from that government, 
everything seems to point to the most hearty cooperation between 
the two countries in respect to the visitation. 

Russia has arrived at that stage in her progress when the nation 
realizes fully that future’ prosperity does not lie in the mere posses- 
sion of territory, but in making the best of the land already Russian. 
Siberia will call for great efforts and heavy expenditures for many 
years, and the loss of Manchuria should not be a serious one where 
such vast regions as Russia now possesses lie untouched. It: is sig- 
nificant, as bearing on Mr. Hammond’s visit, that the Russian finan- 
cial agent at Washington, M. Gregory M. Wilenkin, is‘also in 
Russia at this time. It is said that he is there to cooperate with 
the American engineer and promoter. | 

The opinion of the Novoe Vremya, the semi-official Russian 
newspaper, is of importance touching the possibility that American 
money will be made use of extensively in the empire. This news- 
paper states that it understands the government will go the full 
Jength in ¢ooperating, giving that official sanction so necessary to 
developing the, resources of a country. Aside from muning, the 
object of the American group is to go extensively into the construc- 
tion of grain elevatow, to develop irrigation, to build sewers in 
the large cities, to equip street car lines, to erect electric light plants. 

Mr. Hammond, while in Berlin, on his way to St. Petersburg, 
said that the opportunity for American investments never seemed 
more promising. _The operation of gold and copper mines would 
in itself be profitable, he believed, but in addition there would be 
heavy expenditures in this country for the necessary machinery, and 
in this way many not at all connected with the Russian develop- 
ment would also profit. 

With the nations of the world becoming more closely associated 
through financial investments, peace comes nearer tb being assured. 
The altruistic point of view need not be violated because of the 
fact that when one country has made heavy investments in another, 
it will think twice before venturing. into a conflict that with’ the 
first blow would send securities tumbling. Continents may well be 
peaceful when business becomes international. I.ven by business 
undertakings it is well to encourage the best of international relation- 
ships. © As for the United States, it can afford at all times to counsel 
peace among the nations; and should millions of American money 
go into Russia, this will be one more reason for urging that militant 
nation to seek its immediate good in the plowshare, the mining 
pick, the railroad and the factory.

Carrying water on 
both shoulders is a proverbially difficult task. The conditions for 
it are never quite right.

ent-hour everything has been running to big figures. 
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People who have reason to know better are falling into the habit 
of thinking that the United States has never known anything 
but good times. 

And now, as everybody expected, Comptroller Murray comes 
along with a report that talks in hundreds of millions and even in 
billions. Seven thousand national banks have a combined capital 
of a billion dollars. Their loans and discgunts run up to five and 
a third billions. ‘Taking all the banks in the United States and 
its insular possessions and their combined capital is two _ billions, 
while they have individual deposits amounting to the tremendous 
sum of sixteen billions. The combined clearings for the year foot 
up the enormous sum of one hundred and sixty-nine billions. 

It is not worth while to go into any more figures in this con- 
nection. The question ariseg: Has the nation become so accustomed 
to prosperity that it’is ceasing to be appreciative of it, or ceasing 
to be grateful for it? All times have not been so good as these 
times. All outlooks have not been so pleasant as the present. The

These points may be well taken. Whether they are or not 
does not affect the main proposition, which is this: Kansas City had 
been notified, as had other river communities, that the way to obtain 
federal aid for river navigation improvements was to do something 
themselves which should demonstrate in a tangible and a practical 
way tha they were interested in waterway development to a greater 
extent than in waterway appropriations. Almost immediately Kan- 
sas City citizens subscribed $1,250,000 for the construction of steam- 
boats to be operated on the Missouri as soon as a sufficient depth 
of water was secured. President Taft as well as members of both 
houses of Congress are ov record as favoring the granting of 
help to the river towns that exhibit a disposition to help themselves. 

Not merely Kansas City, not only the middle West, but the 
whole nation is interested in the outcome of the attempt that city 
is anxious to make in the matter of using the Missour:. Kansas 
City has fulfilled its part of the bargain. The government should 
now do its share. The country, it may be. stated with certainty, 
would greatly regret to learn that undue influences of any kind, 
or from any quarter; are operating to nullify efforts now making 
to develop the interior waterways.

There was recently a great exhibit of Oregon-grown apples 
in Portland.

This is good advice for both’ 
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CONSIDERABLE skepticism was ‘voiced on 
both sides of the Atlantic when Secretary 
of State Knox aboyt a year ago addressed 
a circular to the powers proposing the estab- 
lishment of an international court of arbitra- 
tion, yet the different governments have ever 
since been sending in favorable responses. 
In nearly every instance the matter was sul)- |, 
jected to very careful and extended delibera- || 
tion, and in some cases even the tacit recog- 
nition given the object which the advocates of arbitration have in 
view indicates the great change that is coming over the, thought 
of statesmen with reference to international relations. | 

The meeting to be held in Washington on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday of this: week with the view of furthering the arbitra- 
tion proposition will be participated in’ by eminent Americans and 
foreigners. The gathering will be officially known as the inter- 
natronal conference of the American Society for the Judicial Settle- 
ment of International Disputes. In the Hague conterence ‘there 
already exists, as our readers know, a tribunal for the arbitration 
of international controversies, but the association just named has 
for its object the bringing about of settlements between the nations 
which shall be determined according to judicial procedure. The 
diplomatic method, it is claimed; is not without ‘serious defects; 
the judicial method, on the other hand, it is held, would be free 
from sentimental and other considerations, having a tendency to 
hide the real merits of the contention, whatever it may be. A court 
of arbitration whose duty it would be to inquire into the facts 
and to pass upon them without fear or. favor would be able to 
hand down decisions, it is believed, which would be more satis- 
factory to the parties in interest. They would be in line with 
international law, and each decision would constitute precedent to 
claim attention and respect in future controversies. 

The most important work to be accomplished by the society 
will be that of inducing the various nations to approve the forma- 
tion of such a court and to agree to abide by its decisions. The 
nations as a whole, of course, have sufficient moral influence, to 
say nothing of physical power, to compel compliance with the edicts 
of such a tribunal as they might set up. In fact; the proposal 
itself is a, simple recognition of the fact that the nations can, if 
they will, substitute peaceful arbitration for war. 

At the very first session of the gathering the experienced lawyer 
and diplomat, John W. Foster, will discuss the proposition: ““Were- 
the questions involved in the foreign wars of the United States 
of such a nature that they could have been submitted to arbitration 
or settled without recourse to war?” It is unnecessary to say that 
great interest will center upon Mr. Foster's handling of this question, 
and that great importance will attach to his conclusions. If war 
might have been avoided by the United States, it might have been 
avoided in the same period by other nations. If past wars were 
unnecessary, nothing could be clearer than that war in the fyture 
should be prevented by every means that can be employed for that 
purpose. 

The position of the advocates of peaceful arbitration is that 
war is always unnecessary, never justifiable, always preventable. " Wé. 
may reasonably hope that discussions such as are to occur at the’ 
national capital this week will soon lead to universal agreement 
with the arbitrationists. ee 
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WHILE corporations and individuals burned 
anthracite and bituminous coal in quantities 
that stirred the government to attempt con- 
servation of the national supply, billions of 
tons of lignite and vast quantities of peat, 
capable of developing more power than the 
highest-priced fuel, lay practically undis- 
turbed in America. Then some one dis- 
covered that lignite, lowest of coal in heat’ 
units, had only to be burned in a gas pro- 
ducer, instead of under a steam boiler, in order_to become of ines- 
timable value. Simultaneously, perhaps, it was learned that the 
smokiest, smudgiest coal, also peat, worked out satisfactorily in the 
same way. -If tests and estimates make the possibilities of hgnite 
alone conclusive, there need be no anxiety over America’s heat and 
fuel and power requirements in the future: Is it remarkable that | 
certain parts of the West view lignite, which comes principally 
from Texas, North Dakota and Montana, as the one thing necessary 
to build up more prosperous manufacturing centers ¢ ; 

A growing tendency in late years has been to displace ‘steam 
boilers ‘with gas producer plants fed by this low-grade coal and 
other so-called ‘‘poor fuels,’’ including blast furnace waste and peat. 
All of these, while virtually useless under steam boilers, have proved 
their worth conclusively when burned in gas producers.’ Lignite 
takes precedence over all of them. Cheap power, thus generated, 
is pointing a way to the commercial progress of extensive districts 
previously handicapped by the lack of just this necessary element. 
Furthermore—a momentous thing in these days of antagonism to 
nuisances—the gas-producer plant sends forth no smoke, and has 
no smokestacks. This is of personal interest to every manufacturer 
and, in fact, every resident_of great manufacturing cities. 


Yet more appealing than any sectional accomplishments is the 
possibility foreseen by Prof. Robert H. Fernald, in charge of the 
geological survey’s producer-gas tests. He says the gas engine, “the 
toy of yesterday,” means a saving in the national coal bill of $100,- 
000,000 to $200,000,000 annually, and a wider distribution of indus- 
trial enterprises. ‘The inexpensive’ gas producer, he predicts, will 
make for great strides in electrical development ayd the installation 
of central plants, by means of which leading railroads can speed 
their trains from coast to coast and power be distributed to factories, 
cities and various institutions where it 1s required. Smoke and 
cinders would be eliminated and forest fires no longer caused by 
sparks from puffy locomotives. 

Professor Fernald concludes that gas engines ultimately will 
do away with steam engines in the United States. If. thereby 
millions of tons of high-grade coal may be saved annually through 
the utilization of lignites, peat and other low-grade fuels, it is hard 
to see how anything except benefit could attend the change. “And 
the extent of the new resources is shown by the government geol- 
ogists’ estimate that‘deposits of lignite in the United States aggre- 
gate about 740,000,000,000 tons, while 12,000,000,000 tons of air-dry 
fuel. lies in the peat beds of the “country. Both sets of figures are 
exclusive of Alaska. 5 ee Moe es |
